Theje are many people to whom it has 


never seemed to occur that o»r political 
system if carried to its logical results and 
justly applied would place the ballot in 
the hands of every woman in the land. 
And why not? They constitutte a majori- 
ty of our people. 
They are subject to the 


lawsj^they pay tases; they are as intelli- 
gent and patriotic as the men; and vastly 
more conscientious. 
If I were asked, who 


aro the most inconsistent men or women I 
would 
without a 
moments hesitation 


answer, 
"The 
opponents of 
Woman 


Suffrage." 


Think of it! 
They proclaim that man 


and woman have different natures and yet 
maintain that man can represent woman 
better than woman can represent herself; 
they admit that woman possesses intelli- 
gence and mental endowments equal to 
man, jind yet maintain that she lacks 
business and political sense; they protest 
that virtue is the most essential qualifica- 
tion of the citizen voter, and yet main- 
tain 
that woman, who possesses this 


qualification in the highest degree, should 
be excluded from the polls. 


They admit to the oallot boi the worst 


elements of society, and yet maintain 
that the best elements should be eselud- 
ed from it; 
they believe that nature 


established the home, and yet maintain 
thut a legislative enactment, giving the 
ballot to women, will tear it down; they 
concede that woman is the best sculptor 
of human character, the grandest teacher 
of the citizen voter, and. yet maintain 
that the product wrought is everything, 
the artist nothing,—the pupil a king, the 
teacher a slave; they assert that all 
governments derive thew just powers from 
the consent of the governed, and yet 
maintain 
that governments should be 


established 
and 
laws enacted with the 


consent of less 
than one-half 
of the 


people; they declare that taxation of man 
without representation 
is tyranny, but 


that taxation of woman without repre- 
sentation is a blessing; they trust the 
Negro, the Chinaman, the Irishman, tbe 
Indian, the Oerman, the Hottentot and 
the South-Sea Islander, if these choose to 
come to our shores, but they refuse to 
trust their own wives and mothers. 


They fear that, 
if the latter should 


breathe the pure air of political freedom, 
it would poison their moral lungs; they 
feur that the flower of modesty, though 
watered, by the dews of liberty, would 
wither in the sunshine of freedom; they 
fear that the cords of affection, which 
break not at the drunkard's strain, will 
snap asunder at the first touch of political 
difference; they fear that the love of the 
mother fur her child, which, as in the 
case of Ben Bur's mothej, chooses for 
herself misery ^and death to save her off- 
ipring, will be'swallowed up in tbe love of 
politics; 
in one word, they fear that 


woman is, by nature, unfitted for free- 
dom. 


I set my foot upon this doctrine, and I 


declare that 
freedom—freedom intel- 


lectual, 
freedom moral, freedom civil, 


freedom political—is as truly the natural 
possession of woman as it is of man, and 
that it is as necessary to her highest and 
beet development as it is to his. 


After all, is it not true, in spite of oar 


principles, that our boasted Republic, is 
practically, but the 
government of a 


class, for a class, and by a class? But the 
times are auspicious! The world moves; 
and mark my words, the day is not far 
distant, when our wives and daughters 
shall walk with us to the polls, as they 
now go with us to political meetings and 
Fourth of July celebrations.

Anna Volk, aged 
12 years, a boarder at Chestnut Grove 
Mansion, who alleges that Wodock, upon 
a recent occasion, accosted her at the 
roadside and offered her a dollar to ac- 
company him into a cornfield nearby. 
The story of Wodook's arrest and the 
serious 
charges 
against 
him aroused 


public interest to the degree that the- 
Justice's office was thronged with citizens 
when the hearing took place. 
After bear- 


ing evidence in the tno cases, Justice 
Nightingale held 
Wodoek for trial in 


bonds of $1000. 


As Bristol is a manufacturing'town it 


may be of interest to the community to 
read the opinion of Jusice Willis Wall, of 
Doylestown, in '-the case of 'Mablon H. i 
Stout, Esq., 
Notary Public, who was 


charged with violation of tbe factory laws 
in taking the affidavit of a woman con- 
cerning the age of her son who was not of 
the required age to enter a factory. 
The 


case was dismissed by Justice Wall, whose 
finding was as follows: 


This case comes before the Justice on 


information lodged by Gns Egolf, Deputy 
Factory Inspector, charging that on tho 
6th day of July, 1903, the defendant, a 
Notary Public, did issue a certificate to 
William Gaffey, a minor under the age of 
thirteen years, to-wit:—of 
the age of 


twelve years, ten months and twelve days, 
contrary to the Act of Assembly in such 
case made and provided. 


In the hearing of the case the prosecn- 


tion presnnted in evidence an affidavit 
setting forth the age, date and place of 
birth of said child, signed by the mother 
of the child, as provided by Section 3 of 
said Act, with the signature and seal of 
the defendant, as Notary Public, attached 
to the jurat. 
« 


The defendant makes defence that he 


issued no certificate as provided by said 
Act. 


Section IV. All presons authorized to 


administer oath must examine all children 
as to their ability to read and write the 
English language; after a careful exami- 
nation if a child is found unable to read 
and write the English language or has not 
attended school as required by law, or is 
under thirteen years of age, jt will be un- 
lawful to issue a certificate, and in no case 
shall the officer who executes certificate* 
charge more than twenty-five cents farad- 
ministering the oath and issuing the cer- 
tificate. 


That tbe defendant administered the 


oath to the mother of said child as pro- 
vided by Section III, but issued no certifi- 
cate as contemplated by Section IV, of 
said Act. 


The Justice finds that on tbe 6th day of 


July, 1903, the mother of the child ap- 
peared belore tbe defendant, a Notary 
Public, at bis office in Doylestown, Bucks 
county, and was sworn by him to tbe facts 
as set forth in the affidavit as required by 
Section HI, of Act of 1901, that the child 
did not appear and was out examined 'as 
provided in Section IV, and that no cer- 
tificate was issued as provided by said Sec- 
tion. 


As the Act under which this action is 


brought provides for summary proceed- 
ings, the Justice is of the opinion that 
as all Penal statutes are to be construed 
strictly and nothing taken as intended, 
but must be clearly expressed.that Section 
III and IV raises such a doubt as to tbe 
Intention of the certificate to be issued to 
the child, that the finding should be in 
favor of tbe defendant 


With 4his view we are compelled to enter 


judgment in the case in favor' of the de- 
fendant, an d now, August 12, 1903, at 12 
o'clock, M., tbe defendant Is discharged 
by the Justice,

There has been some discussion of lute 


in newspaper circles of 
the 
question, 


"Does the editorial page pay?" Tho con- 
troversy was precipitated by tbe state- 
ments of some newspaper men who affirm 
that the editorial page is no longer read, 
and ttiut its influence is far less tban in 
former times. 
To this has been added tbe 


opinion of somu publishers that the finan- 
cial returns from the editorial page did not 
seem to justify the money, expended on it. 
These attacks have apparently resulted in 
a reactionary movement, which may end 
in a true renaissance of the editorial page. 


That the editorial page does not always 


pay cannot be dented. 
No department 


of a dally journal pay* unless it is proper- 
ly conducted. The sporting page, 
the 


dramatic page, the religious page, may be 
run at a loss. 
Even the entire naws de- 


partment may be so conducted as not to 
pay for itself. 
But an editorial page of 


the right kind, vigorous, fearless, always 
clever and sparkling, Is the best Invest- 
ment a newspaper can make, Tbe long, 
lumbering editorial on an abstract subject 
has seen Its day. 
It if true, doubtless, 


that many editorial writers who persist In 
making their page "heavy,"do not attract 
enough readers to pay for their depart- 
ment, 
But the strong, timely editorial, 


dealing with live topics in an original and 
vigorous way, is more widely read, per- 
haps, than any other form of literature. 


The influence of tbe editorial page is, 


In fact, more widespread and more pro- 
found than ever before. 
With tbe decline 


of oratory and the disappearance of mag- 
azine polemics, that influence It constant- 
ly gaining, and the editorial page ia be- 
coming one* mora the frntara ef tha pa- 
per.—Atlanta J*antal.

The Fight for Good Roads 


Philadoplna Inquirer 


In his admirable speech upon good roads 


before the farmoi B of Bucks county Sena 
tor Roberts, of Montgomery, called atten 
tion to the crux of the situation, which IB 
that the bill paused by the last Legisla 
tare is not self-operative, -but depends up 
on the farmers and other residents of the 
various townships for its execution There 
can be no good roads under the present 
liberal law unless the people of each com- 
munity v,aai them and are willing to pay 
their share of the expense 
The State is 


not building roads and presenting them to 
tlie county, and it would not be a good 
plan to do BO even if there were enough 
money in the treasury to permit such ex 
travagance 
Feu things in this woi Id are 


properly appreciated unless some sacrl 
flee ia made to g*?t them 


Good t«lford loads can now be built 


for five thousand dollars a mile, and 
though this is a large sum, local taxation 
to the extent of only $831 is required 
Of 


course it will take many miles to be of 
any lasting benefit to H community and 
the aggregate local taxation seems large, 
yet it has been demonstrated to 8 mathe 
macal certainty that the farmers will be 
taxed in the end no more than they lose 
now In repairs to wagons by being com- 
pelled to take small loads to market. 
Tbat good roads all over the State are de 
Birable 110 one doubts. 
They ore never to 


be acquired by whistling for them or wait- 
ing for the State to do all the woik 
It is 


only as the people of each community get 
to work in earnest that the great dusidera 
turn will bu eventually reached 


Aheady it is apparent that jealousies id 


the various communities are standing in 
the way of the impiovements. The narrow 
minded faimer would be glad to vote the 
tax if the load passeo. hie own farm or if 
it were one that he could use immediately 
to his benefit 
Thia is the sort of spirit 


that checks all progress. 
If a community 


Is to wait until all the roads are improved 
at once it will wait until doomsday 
Thu 


intelligent, broad minded man will cheer- 
fully vote for any improvement of the 
roads in his township, knowing that his 
turn will soon come and that, after all 
whatever benefits a part of the community 
benefits the whole 


Unless the people are quick to take ad- 


vantage of the largess of the State it is to 
be feared that the Legislature will not 
oaie 
to extend 
its bounty when the 


present limit expires 


Pennsylvania has the worst roads of any 


large state in the country 
There is now 


an opportunity to improve conditions, and 
it ought to be seized eagerly instead of 
with suspicion, as is now the case in many 
communities which at piesent are in the 
greatest need of the new roads.

antagonist.

know nothing of those things relatiug to 
his later political career that have been 
discussed in the newspapers; but I believe 
that, now that this man is to be taken 
account of as a citizen he has left a record 
which as the bitterness of factional strife 
dies out, will redound to his honor in the 
estimation of the people among whom he 
lived. 


"I wish "to spt'ak of Mr. Gilkeson not as 


a public leader, but as a lawyer. I have 
been associated with him in. scuh a way 
as to have had the opportunity to measure 
him well, and from the knowledge thus 
gained I have no hesitancy in saying, now 
that no man's feelings can be hurt by the 
statement, that he was the foremost law- 
yer at this Bar. 
In point of ability, dili- 


gence and knowledge of the law, and the 
application of that knowledge the suc- 
cess of hia clients, he excelled. 
In this 


part of the State ^he certainly had no 
superior. 
He made few mistakes. 
He 


observed towards the Bench, not atom* to 
the individual who occupied it, who is but 
the servant ohoaen by the will of ttie 
people to administer its duties, but to the 
honorable office itself, that deference and 
courtesy which so beautifully graces the 
accomplished lawyer. 


"He never hesitated to meet opponents 


at sword's point. 
He was faithful almost 


to tho point of rashness in his clients' 
causes. 
Yet he was pre-eminently fair. 


He did not omit to present the points of a 
case to the court, thaugh some of them 
might be favorable to his opponents. 
He 


was scrupulous in his obligations toward 
his clients. 
Yet he never committed an 


act that detracted from the dignity of the 
profession. 
He was as apprehensive us a 


child lest some act of his might be criti- 
cised as unprofessional. 


"I speak sincerely when I say that the 


death of this man, in the midst of his 
highest success is a serious loss to this 
Bar and the community. The Bar is now 
a Bar of young mon. 
There are few 


among you to whom you can look for that 
wise counsel which is based upon the ex- 
perience gained from a long and extensive 
knowledge of men. 
You are now thrown 


upon your own judgment and yonr own 
sejise of ethics and honor as yonr guides. 
You must depend upon yourselves, and I 
am sure that there is still in this Bar the 
elements of character, probity, honesty 
and industry 
which, if you are true to 


yourselves, however much 
you may be 


assailed, will maintain the integrity that 
has so long distinguished it, notwithstand- 
ing the loss of many able men to guide 
you.

amount, while inferior bandu demand tbe 
same wage. 
It seems to us, the better 


way would bo to pay a workman according 
to his ability. 
We know of one union in 


particular whose weekly "scale is $16.00 
fo 54 hours work. 
We have seen plenty of 


men who were not worth the half of that 
amount to their employer, yet the union 
demands that there shall be no distinction 
made. 


It is all right to help a fellow co-labor- 


er along, but when a union or individual 
demands more than his work js worth, he 
Is doing an Injustice to his employer, to 
his co-laborer and to himself. 


A union of any kind is nil right when 


carried on in an intelligent manner, but 
when walking de-legates are sent out to 
create discord in an office, mill or factory, 
it is all wrong. 
Nine employers out of 


every ten wilt grant an increase of wage 
if his business will warrant it and the'ap- 
plicant is deserving, but when he is carry- 
ing OP a business in many cases to give 
his employees work, and , is met at bis 
office door by a stylishly-dressed walking 
delegate who demands of him that h» in- 
crease his men's pay, that is, in a certain 
sense, trying to make the socialist, 
anarchist and other unlawful causes a pre- 
dominant power, and should be nipped in 
the bud.

Some, however, argue that 
such Is not tbe case since each of these 
crescents has an opening toward the 
northeast. At any rate, the inner circle 
is an almost perpendicular wall of the 
finest pure white sand, nnd from the 
upper edges the crescents slope gradu- 
ally nwny on the outside. They aver- 
age about twenty feet in height, the 
Inne, Circle u«\;ng a.diameter of some 
fifty feet, although I have seen one at 
leant a 'mile nnd a half in diameter, 
which was, however, not much higher 
than the average. 
These crescents 


move, it is estimated, at the rate of 
three inches every twenty-four hours, 
nnd when on the slow journey one 
comes near the railroad It becomes 
necessary to shovel the sand across 
the trar-ks, after which it travels on, 
forming new crescents or mingling 
with some of the others—Ernest C.

The prices of slaves varied very 


greatly In different parts of the south 
in antebellum days. 
In states like 


South Carolina or Louisiana, where 
slaves were always in demand, much 
more was paid for them than In the 
border states like Kentucky 'and Mis- 
souri, where they could easily run 
away. In.New Orleans $1,800 to $2, 
500 was often paid for a good car- 
penter or blacksmith, who in Kentucky 
or Missouri would not have brought 
more than half as much. Many slave 
traders made a regular business of buy- 
Ing in the border states and Belling in 
Mobile, New Orleans or- Charleston, 
and there was always a handsome 
profit in the transaction 
Tbe" most 


risky part of the business was the 
guarantee demanded that the slave 
would not rnn away. The time limit 
was commonly thirty days, and the 
matter was usually-arranged with the 
slave himself by taking his promise 
and giving him $o or $10 to stay until 
the guarantee had expired.—Exchange.

South Carolina or Louisiana, where 
slaves were always In demand, much 
more was paid for them than in the 
border states like Kentucky 'and Mis- 
souri, where they could easily run 
away. In. New Orleans $1,800 to $2,- 
500 was often paid for a good car- 
penter or blacksmith, who In Kentucky 
or Missouri would not have brought 
more than half as much. Many slave 
traders made a regular business of buy- 
Ing in the border states and selling In 
Mobile, New Orleans or Charleston, 
and tUere was always a handsome 
profit in the transaction. 
The" most 


risky part of the business was the 
guarantee demanded that the slave 
would not ran a\\ay. Tbe time limit 
was commonly thirty dajs, uud the 
matter was usually arranged with the 
slave himself by taking his promise 
and giving him $o or $10 to stay until 
the guarantee had expired.—Exchange.
